Architects Deem Andersonville 
Monument Design ‘Atrocious.’ 


SAY ART GAVE WAY TO SIZE. 


Fault Is Found with the Manner in 
Which Contract Was Awarded. 


An atrocity!’’ 

“ An insult to the living and the dead!“ 

A humpbecked angel with the stomach- 
ache!“ 

This and more, much more the members 
of the Chicago chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Architects said at their meeting 
last night concerning the design accepted by 
a state commission for the . 
monument. 

Furthermore, the confessed designer of the 
monument was present, and his defense of 
his work served only to bring forth equally 
vigorous denunciation of the system by which 
the contract was let and of his own alleged 
unethical and unprofessional conduct in sub- 
mitting such a design. 

Resolutions were passed to be forwarded to 
the governor condemning the design as “ not 
consistent with its purpose or worthy in any 
way as a work of art.” 

As @ climax to an interesting evening a 
warm discussion took place between several 
members of the chapter and the designer as 
to what had actually taken place at the meet- 
ing and what should be given out to the re- 
porters, : 

Legislature Gives $15,000, 

The battle of art and ethics ia the result of 
the appropriation of $15,000 by the Jegisiature 
for the erection of a monument at Anderson- 
ville, Ga., to the memory of the Illinois sot- 
diers who died in the rebel prison at that 
place. A commission of five Grand Army 
men was appointed by the governor to let the 
contract. 

The first trouble arose over the kind of 
stone specified as necessary, montello gran- 
ite. This is all controlled by one firm, and 
it was reported that twenty-four out of 
twenty-five bidders withdrew in disgust ” 
before the award was made. The firm left 
alone ip the field, which was given the con- 
tract, wes the Trigg Monument — of 
Rockford. 

When the design was made, public sculp- 
ors, painters, architects, and art lovers de- 
gan to protest. The objections first found 
expression in the Fine Arts society of Oak 
Park, the 600 members of which adopted 
resolutions of censure, The matter was 
brought before the leading architects of the 
city by Charles E. White Jr., president of the 
Oak Park organization. 


All Willing to Talk—but One. 
Although there were no reporters at the 
session, those who had spoken were by no 
means loath after adjournment to repeat the 
views they had expressed and relate the oc- 


currences. That is, except Hugh A. Price, 


the designer of the monument. 

Mr. Price insisted that nothing he had said 
should be made that he would not 
have sald thought it would 
go any further than his hearers. The archi- 
tects, on the other hand, insisted that the 
proceedings “ belonged” to the public, that 
the public nature of the mohument and the 
fact that the people of Illinois are paying for 
it made the publication of what had trans- 
pired essential. As Mr. Price still refused to 
speak, Mr. White repeated his defenee. 

“You said that the design was not what 
you wanted, not the best you could have done 
were you free, but what was necessary to 
satisfy the contractors and the committee. 
You inferred that it was not important to 
have an inspiring work of art on the site 
of an old prison camp, on a remote battle- 
field, that what was wanted was a land- 
mark,’ that size was of prime importance. 
You were not even attempting to do some- 
thing worth while, simply trying to please 
some one.” 

2 Tried to Please Patrons. 

“I was trying to please, just as every 
artist tries to please his individual patrons,” 
replied the designer. 

“No honorable artist, sculptor, or archi- 
tect will turn out an unworthy, an inartistic 
work just to please some one’s poor taste 
or to make money,’/“replied Architect White, 
while the others nodded approval.

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Judge Anderson Declares Evi- 
dence Fails to Prove Pub- 
lication of Rate. 


BLOW FOR GOVERNMENT. 


Standard Attorneys Believe Fa- 
mous Case Will Be Dismissed 
in Near Future. 


A body blow was dealt to the government 
in the retrial ef the $20,240,000 Standard Oil 
rebate case yesterday, when Judge Ander- 
son declared to be insufficient the evidence 


‘| submitted in proof of publication of a rate, 


the violation of which forms the basis of 
the indictment, 

The point in question was the 19% cent rate 
over the Chicago and Alton from Chappell 
to St. Loula. 

“If yor have no better proof of publication 
of this rate than evidence of the Alton rate 
to East St. Louis, plus the terminal rates to 
St. Louis, every count under this section of 
the indictment fails,” said the court. and 
we might as well drop the matter here. 

The ce of this declaration lies in 


significan 
ithe fact. that virtually the same opinion was 


offered with reference to the other half of 
the indictment against the Standard Oil 
company, that dealing with shipments from 
Whiting to East St. Louis. 

Jubllant over the sudden turn in the 
progress of the case, Standard Oil attorneys 
| expressed confidence that it would be thrown 
out of court in the near future. 

Both morning and afternoon sessions were 
marked with surprisés and virtually the en- 
tire day was consumed by arguments be- 
tween the court and the government attor- 


neys. 
‘Tries to Show Conspiracy. 

In attempting to establish publication of 
the rate from Whiting to Bast St. Louis, J. 
H. Wilkerson offered in evidence the inter- 
state commerce commission application sheet 
No. 1,203, as fixing the rate from Whiting to 
Chappell, the point on the Alton from which 
shipments actually began. 

Attorney Miller, for the Standard Oil, ob- 
jected that there had been no concurrence 
between the Chicago and Alton and the Chi- 
cago Terminal Transfer railway regarding 
the rate from Chappell to Whiting and that 
therefore the rate could not be cénsidered a 
joint agreement. 

“TI have not yet found what is relied upon 
to prove publication,“ said Judge Anderson, 
“but I feel inclined to let the government 
enter those papers that I may hear their 
arguments as to whether there is a rate and 
as to 8 it bas been published. I will 
admit the evidence over exceptions and later 
| give the government opportunity to discuss 

the question of ite efficiency. But I have 
the gravest doubis about this evidence being 
_ sufficient. 
Declares Proof Lacking. 

“The government must show that there was 
a standard and then that this was violated 
' before you can charge any crime. There is 
no evidence of that now.” 
| The afternoon session had to do with ship- 
ments from Chappell, III., to St. Louis over 
thé Alton and terminal companies operating 
between Bast St. Louis and St. Louis. 

The government sought to introduce tariff 
i sheets Nos. 4and Sof the Wiggins Ferry com- 
pany. Attorneys for the oil company ob- 
jected. 

The court called attention to the fact that 
the indictment charges the Standard Oil 
co y with the violgtion of a 10% cent rate, 
said to have been pablished as the Chicago 
and Alton rate between Chappell and East 
St. Louls. The simple adding of the Alton 
rate from Chappell to Bast St. Louis to the 
ferry tranefer rate, the court held, would not 
de stifficient to prove publication. 

“The government witnesses testify that 
the Chicago and Alton ends at East St. Louis.“ 
said the judge. “The indictment charges 


published rate over the Alton, between Chap- 
pel and St. Louis. : 
Court Questions Evidence. 
“You have only shown that the company 
violated a published 18 cent rate from Chap- 
poll to East St. Louis. Some third party then 


entered and transferred the product from 


East St. Louis to St. Louis.“ 

The court made it plain that he would con- 
sider these terminals as carriers. 

“If you simply say,“ Judge Anderson ex- 
plained, that these were operated in con- 
nection with the Alton road, you might as 
well use the expression ‘one road,’ and by 
that designate virtually every road in the 
country.“ 
Despite these rulings. there was general 
satisfaction in the office of the district at- 
torney that the evidence objected to had 
been admitted. Through this evidence the 
government hopes to prove joint agreements 
between the Alton and the terminals, there- 
by establishing the validity of the indictment. 

The introduction of evidence with reference 
to actual transportation of oll products will 
begin today.

An alleged plot for a general jail delivery 
at the Cook county jall ended with the sus- 
pension of three guards by Jailer Will T.

Suspicion began with the finding Sunday 
morning of a window bar which had been 
partly sawed. The guard who made the die- 
covery delivered the ber into the keeping of 
Jailer Davies and an investigation was de- 
gun immediately. It was found that one 
bar on a window had been sawed completely 
through and that a second had been sawed 
three-quarters through. 

Further sawing, successfully accomplished, 
would have permitted the egress of the body 
of a medium sized man, supposed in this par- 
ticular instance to be David Anderson, under 
‘sentence to be hanged for the murder of 
Policeman Michael Callahan of the Warren 
avenue station.

Finds Bar on Floor. 

When the condition of affairs was discov- 
ered by the finding of the severed cell bar on 
the floor of the court by Bruno Witsky, the 
guard, the subsequent investigation disclosed 
that the bar had been cut from a window on 
the fourth tier of cells. There were ten bars 
on the window and the second bar had been 
cut three-quarters of the way through, the 
supposition of the authorities being that it 
had been the Intention of whoever is guilty to 
have cut the bars partly through and then to 
have bent them out sufficiently wide to per- 
mit the egress of the prisoner. 

The evidence in support of this theory was 
the finding of what is said to be the biggest 
saw ever found inthe jail. It was found con- 
cealed in the garbage receptacle of the jail. 

With these facts disclosed Jailer Davies 
in the evening expressed the opinion that a 
deep laid plot has been formulated for free- 
ing Anderson and possibly several others. 


Believe Guards Were Negligent. 

The suspension of the guards and the con- 
finement of the trusties, according to Jaller 
Davies, are due to the presumption that the 
sawing of the bars could not have been effect- 
ed had the guards been on the watch and that 
the trusties, who are all short term men, 
were in on the play.

Sees All World Competing. 
Looking into the future, Lord Rothschild 
says: “ Year-by year America’s trade with 
Europe will decrease in relative importance, 
for the reason that as the breadstuffs market 
ig taken up by the competing countries, the 
American and European surplus products 
will assume similarity and competition for 
markets will take the place of the exchange 
of products.” 

Summing up the situation as showing the 
absolute necessity of codperation between 
the two great English speaking countries, 
Lord Rothschild concludes his confidential 
communication by saying: 

In the United States alone the opening 
up of the regions indicated will afford a field 
for investment and work in financing and or- 
ganization much greater in Volume than has 
been afforded by the development of the Unit- 
ed States during the last half century. And 
Spanish America is an unlimited field. The 
development of the United States will of itself 
develop British North America. 
“Competing with none and helping all, 
Great Britain will have an easier and safer | 
task than it can hope to have in fierce compe- 
titton, and the wreck of institutions, which 
the Asiatic changes will force.“

Lumber Duty Cut One-half. 
A cut of one-half in the duties on lumber 
and menufactures of lumber is understood 
to be another one of the changes provided. 
During the hearings of the lumber schedule

It is understood that Gifford Pinchot, chief 
forester, is preparing figures for the commit- 
tee in a further effort to have lumber placed 
on the free list.

Representative Fordney of Michigan, a 
member of the committee, has championed 
the cause of the lumbermen, and the latter 
have been working energetically to prevent 
the free entry of lumber. They contend that 
the rates of duty should be increased in order 
that the American industry may compete 
with the cheaper labor employed in Canada 
and because of the better facilities for trans- 
portation afforded by the proximity of the 
Canadian lumber camps to waterways. 
Whisky and beer will remain as they are 
at present, if the subcommittee recommenda- 
tions are enacted into law. It was felt that 
whisky was already carrying all the tax it 
could stand, while in the case of beer the 
prohibition movement throughout the /coun- 
try, it was explained, had cut down the con- 
sumption of beer, and it was felt that it would 
be a haf®tehip to impose any further tax. 


Taft’s Conference with Leaders. 

While the house committee was working on 
the finishing touches of these sections Presi- 
dent Taft, Secretary of the Treasury Mac- 
Veagh, Speaker Cannon, and Senator Aldrich 
were in conference at the White house on 
the problem of financing the government— 
providing the necessary funds to carry on 
the projects under way and maintain the 
plans of the Taft administration and making 
the demands qquare with a new tariff 
schedule. a * 
The necessity for the enactment of a tariff 
bill at the earliest possible moment was dis- 
cussed. Whether a definite policy was out- 
lined at the conference could not be stated. 
That the manufacturers and other large in- 
terests are demanding early tariff legislation 
and that the business conditions of the coun- 
try are necessarily unsettled until the tariff 
schedules are finally fixed by congress were 
the principal reasons given for the desire to 
permit nothing to interfere with prompt ac- 
tion by congress at the special session. 
The possible delay which the house in- 
surgents"* may cause was thoroughly gone 
into.

Should Earn 6 Per Cent. 

“My opinion is that a railroad property, 
properly built and properly managed, should, 
over and above expenses, make a return of 
6 per cent per annum. Ana considering all 
the evidence, it ts fairly shown that all of 
these roads were properly and economically 
built and are being properly and economically 
managed, and that after paying the expenses 
for maintenance and operation there 
is less than 6 per cent of returns, and not 
more than 8 per cent upon any of them, and 
as to some of them a deficit, taking the prop- 
erty as above stated within the state of 
Missouri at its fair valuation. 

“The valuation of the roads hag been fixed 
by the court as shown by the findings. The 
entire state and interstate earnings of each 
of the roads within the state is known and 
fixed to acertainty.

Roads All Show a Deficit.

“It-being a legislative act and not a ju- 
dicial one, this court cannot fix rates. If it 
could, 2% cent passenger rates would be fixed 
for the stronger roads and 3 cents for the 
others.“ 

Following the adverse decislon Speaker 
Speer of the Missouri, house of representa- 
a bill prohibiting the 
issuing of passes by railroads under pen- 
aity of a fine of from $10 to $100. Officers, 
employés, and charity workers are exempted 
from the bill. It is also expected that much 
adverse railroad legislation will be ‘started.

Mosaic and Tile Firms Make Protest 
Against Strike. 


Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, may come to Chicago 
again next week to settle a long standing 
difference between the carpenters and wood- 
workers’ unions, which for several years has 
caused much annoyance to builders through- 
out the country. 

The date for the proposed settlement is 
Monday, and the place is Brand's hall, where 
a convention of the Amalgamated Wood- 
workers’ International union will be held. 
It is expected that the woodworkers will 
vote to join the carpenters’ union and to 
abide by its scaies and rules. 

Ostensibly the transaction is merely for 
the transaction of ordinary business and for 
the election of officers, but it is stated by 
labor leaders that the real object is to discuss 
the amalgamation of the two organizations. 

Trouble Throughout Country. 

Recently 250 carpenters who were at work 
on a Chicago building ‘‘ walked out because 
members of the woodworkers’ union were 
employed to do work on doors and casings. 
The “strike” tied up the work for more 
than a week. Similar troubles have occurred 
throughout the country. The differences of 
the unions have attracted so much attention 
that President Gompers decided to take a 
hand in the matter. 

According to reports at labor headquarters, 
the coal teamsters’ union of Chicago will at- 
tempt to obtain an increased scale when the 
old agreement with the employers terminates 
May 1. It is declared the teamsters will de- 
mand an increase of 50 cents a day. 

Mosaic and tile firms have sent circular let- 
ters to architects in protest against the recent 
strike of the mosaic and encaustic tile layers 
and helpers. 4 

Protest Against Strike. 

The letter reads In part as follows: 

Gentlemen: You have, no doubt, already 
seen by the daily press that the mosaic and 
encaustic tile layers and helpers ceased work 
at the expiration of their contracts, March 1, 
because of our refsal to sign an agreement 
providing for an advance of practically 12% 
per cent. The scale we have been paying and 
are still willing to pay is all that is asked in 
New York and is more than 10 per cent 

greater than is paid in any other city or in 
any similar trade in our own city. 

“The fight we are making against this at- 
tempted holdup is in your interest and that 
of your clients fully as much as—perhaps 
more than—in our own. We are confident 
that we may expect from you, our customers, 


‘full sympathy and patience with each one 


of-us until we either effect a proper settle- 
ment or perfect our arrangement to do busi- 
ness with help both willing and anxious to 
accept the highest wages paid in the craft 
in the United States. We count on your 
support.“

Depicted as Gambler, Deadbeat, 
Lobbyist, Alleged Embezzler, 


HATE CAUSE CARMACK DEATH 


Editorials That Led to Killing Were 
Only Satiric Banter. 


Nashville, Tenn., March §.—[Special. Col. 
Duncan B. Cooper, codefendant with his 
son and John D. Sharp, in the Carmack mur- 
der case, was bitterly arraigned by Capt. 
Fitzhugh in the opening argument for the 
state today. * 

Cooper was pictured as railroad lobbyist, 
an alleged embessler, a man whose name 


| had been bandied about the state, and who 


owed all his friends money—a gambler, who 
won and lost heavily, but who never paid a 
debt, even when a large winner. 

Hate prompted the murder of Carmack, 
Fitzhugh argued. He ridiculed the thought 
that the editorials to which Cooper 80 
strenuously objected could for an instant 
give a fair minded man cause for making 
trouble. 


Banter That Led to Killing. 

And when the tragedy was over,” said 
Fitzhugh, the defendants began to look for 
a cause, for an excuse. And what did they 
find? That Carmack had referred to ‘that 
little bald headed angel, Dunc. Cooper’; had 
asked, did the angel ‘come from above or 
below?’ and, ‘Was there the smell of sul- 
phur on his wings?’ Is that reason enough 
to kill a man?’ 0 

Fitzhugh took up the Carmack editorial 
entitled the Diplomat of the Zweibund.“ 
This credits Col. Cooper with “ welding the 
pewter handle upon the wooden spoon,” with 
making “ playmates of the lamb and the 
leopard.“ and closed with the expression— 
“to Haji. Duncan Brown Cooper, the great 
diplomat of the political Zweibund, be all 
honor and glory forever.” 

Fitzhugh explained the editorial word by 
word and showed the jury that it was humor- 


ous and bantering. 0 
„And, gentlemen, this editorial appeared 


on Monday morning, Nov. 9, and before the 
sun had set that night the brilliant Edward 
W. Carmack had been slain for writing it.“ 


Says Daughter Phoned a Warning. 


They tell you they wanted peace, cried 
Fitzhugh, yet at noon that day Col. Coop- 
er's daughter phoned to Witherspoon that 
her father was threatening to kill Carmack 
on sight.“ 

Fitzhugh then took up the fatal meeting 
of the Coopers and Carmack. 

In the name of God!“ he exclaimed, if 
Cooper really wanted to avoid a meeting, why 
didn't he keep his face to the north, why 
didn’t he go en to the governor’s mansion 
whence he said he was bound? Why did he 
turn around and ‘spring away as John 
Sharp swears he did? 

„Here is Senator Carmack approaching 
a lady. He removes his cigar from his lips 
with one hand and raises his hat. He hears 
a voice and. it says, ‘There. you are, sir. 
We have the drop on you.’ What is his im- 
presgion—a man who threatened him in front, 
the man’s son circling him behind? Of course 
he made a movement to draw a weapon. 
Who would not? Who had told him Col. 
Cooper had changed his mental attitude? 

Fou heard Mrs. Eastman’s story. You 
heard her tell how she turned and saw one 
man in front of Senator Carmack as he fell, 
another behind him, and you know from 
testimony that two bullets hit the senator in 
the side and one went through the back of his 
neck. 


Says Sharp Was There for Purpose. 

“John Sharp saw the entire transaction. He 
was looking at Col. Cooper from behind, but 
he swears Cooper had no pistol. It was dark 
and foggy, but he saw.a blue steel revolver in 
Senator Carmack’s hand. In the time Col. 
Cooper had traversed 135 feet John Sharp 
had traversed only sixty-two feet, according 
to his own statement, yet he tells you that ne 
was in a hurry to get away. But listen to 
Miss Skeffington. She says when she asked 
John Sharp what that shooting was, before 
he turned around, he said: ‘ That is Col. 
Cooper shooting Carmack.’ 

„Why should he say that? Because he had 
knowledge in advance that Col. Cooper was 
to do at least part of the shooting. He was 
brought along to be a witness to the killing, 
to testify for the defense, and he is as guilty 
as a principal.“

It is composed of hundreds of triangular

| Inhabitants Once Christian, 
Are Slipping Back To- 
ward Paganism. 


-WORALS ARE ON WANE, 


Far East Furnished with Train- 
ing, but Nearby Lands 
Suffer.

Why do so many missionaries go to Japan, 
India, Turkey. and Corea and so few 
to Central America? They areas inconspicu- 
ous in all the country between the Gua 
border and Panama as they are con 
ous elsewhere. 

Partiality for distant lands cannot explain 
their neglect; for Alaska is most abundantly 
gupplied. Is it possible that the soul of a Car- 
ribbean Indian in 25 cents’ worth of cotton 
Ari is less worth saving than the soul of 
an Aleut in furs? Latitude cannot matter, 
else the Fiji islands, which have been wel] 
eared for, would be under the ban. 

Any excuse that Central America is already 

@ Christian country is inconsistent, if not 
otherwiee untenable. Mexico is a favorite 
field; and Mexico is a Christian country—far 

Christian than Guatemala or Nicara- 

Although the Mexican state has made 
war on the Roman Catholic church, the Mex- 
ican péon is a most devout religionist, rev- 
erent and superstitious. 

All the missionaries in Mexico, where the 
government is doigg much for education, are 
most enthusiastic over their schools and their 
—— in spreading the English language. 
They are also trying to teach the Mexican 
Indian that when a man and a woman live 
together and rear a family of children a 
marriage ceremony is a praiseworthy pro- 


logue. 
‘Women Object to Marriage. 

It is the woman who objects to this con- 
yention, and not wholly for the sake or sav- 
ing the fee to spend it in shopping. She is 
acting out of the experience of her sex with 
the male kind in her own country. If her 
husband is tied to her by a contract she can- 
pot dismiss him when she pleases and take 
another who is a better provider. The ma- 
- jority of couples, though unmarried, live to- 

as virtuously as if they really had 
the knot tied. Only when they learn Eng- 
lish do they learn what a virtuous thing of 
itself the knot is. And south of the Mexican 
border, where the church has lost influence, 
ideas are not only more lax, but less moral. 

Mention Central America to the missionary 

“tm Mexico and he looks blank. You almost 
expect him to ask where Central America 
is. That terra incognito seems crossed off 
the maps of the missionary boards for the 
game reason that the American sees it only 
asa source of humor A cynical trader of 
Honduras explained that the missionary has 
no interest in hot countries where the male 
inhabitants had learned to wear trousers and 
the women a mother hubbard. The ploneer- 
ing work is finished with such an expansion 
of the breech clout or with the greater 

represented when there was not 
even a breech clout to begin with. 


Missionaries Sadly Needed. 

To me, however, the absence of mission- 
aries in numbers was deplorable. The mod- 
ern missionary who founds little communities 
in foreign countries where the humanities and 
hygienics are taught, is a spreader of civ- 
jlization, regardless of his creed. For every 
one of him in Japan, that learned for itself, 
and in China, that is learning for itself, there 
ought to be a hundred in this field at_our 
door, that cannot learn for itself, for wich 
our Monroe doctrine is responsible. Can the 
reason be that Japan is more picturesque? 
That the servants in China are better? That 
one who returns from Burmah is more of a 
hero at the missionary meetings than if he 
were back from Guatemala? 

Yet the Roman Catholics have sent Amer- 
ican priests to take the place of the Spanish 
friars in the Philippines and the boards 
have sent Protestant clergy to the Philip- 
pines, where they are far less needed than 
in Central America. On the train from 
Corinto to Managua wasa Nicaraguan who 
had been in Manila and was bringing back 
bis young Filipino wife. 

„ Bverything is so much dirtier than at 
home! Ugh!” this little woman kept repeat- 

. “ Bverything—everything is worse.” 

So it was, by all the standards of Christian 
elvilization—worse than the Philippines 
under Spanish rule. That woman from her 
cleanly Manila was rightfully homesick. A 
visit of a delegation from every Philippine 
province to Nicaragua would be a powerful 
object lesson. 

Nations Lapsing Into Paganism. 

Only satire would call Central America 
Christian today. Once it was Christian, but

Compulsory Education a Farce. 

All the glowing reports of progress which 
are sent to the United States indicate a de- 
[Are to be in style. When the dictator tells 
you thet school attendance is compulsory 
he is being polite. He knows that it is so in 
your country. If you were equally polite 
you would say out of compliment to the cus- 
toms of his country that Mr. Taft had secret- 
ly had Mr. Bryan tied up by the thumbs and 
made him confess he was still for free silver 
at heart. 

When you examine the compulsory system 
more closely you see that it is suspended 
indefinitely like the constitution. But by 
this it must not be implied that 4 
is altogether neglected.

Cabrera’s One Credit Mark. 
Cabrera of Guatemala, tyrannical, corrupt, 
and murderous as he is, should receive credit 
for one thing.

4 they are a beginning. He has inaugurated 


institutions where agriculture and the prac- 
tical sclences—Central America’s most cry- 
ing need—are taught. Many of the country 
schoolhouses—which have meant profitable 
contracts to political favorites—are, I fear, 
little used except to house the guests and 
friends of the jéfe politicos. Guatemala Cuy 
has a university which was generally attend- 
ed by Central American students—before 
they were in danger as political suspects 
under the reign of terror following the at- 
tempted assassinations—and also a medical 
school where the sessions of the Pan-Amer- 
ican medical congress were held. 

Central American hospitality took no ac- 
count of the national deficit in 
$100,000 on the entertainment of the dele- 
gates. At that rate we should spend twenty 
or thirty millions entertaining a group of 
foreign visitors. Cabrera, with two body- 
guards at his elbow ready to repel any 
attempt at assassination, gave a state ban- 
quet which it is said that Europe coulf not 
excel. These proprieties, which the Central 
Americane love as much as they love uni- 
forms, are a function of state with which 
real progress must never interfere. Th: 
guests returned to the United States full of 
roseate views, unless they looked for Sta- 
tistics of education. Of course, no real sta- 
tistics were forthcoming. 


Illiterate Number 80 Per Cent. 

At least 80 per cent of Central Americans 
canmot read a lune of print. If they could. 
what would they have to read? No news- 
paper may print anything but praise of the 
dictator. No literature is circulated except 
government proclamations. No knowledge 
of the outside world is spread. 

Barbarism, enervated by certain civilized 
forms, without barbarism’s vigor, tells all in 
a ‘word. Scenes of disgust I might repeat 
to the point of nausea; utter lack of sanita- 
tion, of care of body as well as of mind, ex- 

a scrofulous people to all the tropical 
diseases, which keeps the death list pretty 
well balanced with the birth rate. 

But there is an exception—there always is 
an exception to everything you write gen- 
erically about Central America—Costa Rica, 
with its population descended from Spanish 
settlers. In Costa Rica the churches are not 
in disrepair. Indeed, Costa Rica. which 
fought for its independence, recognizes Rome 
and bas a papa! legate. Morality is there 
and progress, with women safe and meh 
unafraid to speak their minds, and a real 
school system; by which no pleading for any 
creed is intended. only a suggestive compar- 
ison of what the death of all religion means 
to a people. 

Meanwhile the missionaries look past the 
fields thick with ignorance and unbelief, to 
China and India and Africa, where the mis- 
sionary teaches everything from hygiene to 
the moral law—everything that Central 
America lacks.
